A review of the class books and class reports at Harvard University 
failed to reflect any information to supplement that already set 
forth in reporta in this investigation. 



The third report of the class of 19Q6 dated June, 1916, stated that 
Uoriarty immediately on leaving Harvard proceeded to Italy and the 
following Autumn enrolled as a Commoner of Christ Church at Oxford 


University, taking the Honour School in History ae his subject. He 
received his LLB in 1916 fr om Harv ard University Law School. 


The card index of Widener Memorial Library at Harvard was checked 
against Subject's name and reflected that Uoriarty has published 
fourteen tracts on genealogy or history. Four of these books or 
articles were reviewed by the writer, it being noted that they were 
concerned totally with genealogical items and family trees.

He 
stated he was desirous of ascertaining who the sender of the 
above literature was and would cooperate with the FBI in every 
way. He stated further he would recontact writer in the event 
he receives any more literature, particularly if a return 
address accompanies the literature.
